And, after considering 
these qualifications, Americans will read with interest, anything 
that he has to say relative to th«i recent history of movements in 
Russia. 
Prem ier Branting re-affirms the statements made by other 
authorities who are in agreement in stating that Russia is moving 
back to a state of government organized on western lines. 
Com­ 
munism—of the Karl Marx order — has broken down, and it has 
become necessary for the government to attem pt a reorganiza­ 
tion of the political system of that great country. 
The agricul­ 
turalists of Russia, who comprise 85 nor cent of the population, 
are largely responsible for this breakdown of an attem pt to run 
a large nation according to the theories of communists. 
Premier Branting has dared to suggest that the way other 
nations have dealt with Russia has not been dictated by an intel­ 
ligent appreciation of what has been going on in that country. 
He suggests that other nations have looked upon Russia, as some­ 
thing other than a living thing that would gradually change in 
facing the exigencies of national life, conceiving the country as 
something that could be shaped by outside nations according to 
their desire. 
One of the alarm ing facts about so much of our contempo­ 
rary thinking is that it docs not go back from effects to their 
causes and appraise the might of the causes that lead to the ef­ 
fects. 
The chaos of Russia during recent years, resulted from a 
despotism that inxited a break-up of the government and a reac­ 
tion that would swing the people to the opposite pole*. 
The pen­ 
dulum swings from one extreme to the other and then, gradually, 
arrives at u point somewhere between the two after the force that 
pushed it violently has spent itself. 
Russia knew a despotism 
that provoked icvolt, just as conditions in France led to the French 
revolution and the British attitude* to the Colonists to the Ameri­ 
can revolution; and the revolutionists, obsessed with power, the m- 
selves became despotic. 
They leaped from autocratic despotism 
to democratic despotism; from a theory of government by divine 
right to a government of theoretical and untried policies which 
they found to lie pleasing in theory but disappointing when tried.
